Lack of Sunshine and 
adequate Food Bring 
Disease to Many . 


New York.—Th ree out of four In­ 
fants in a New York tenement dis­ 
trict develop rickets before th ey are 
a year old. 
Th is is th e conclusion of a report 
made public by th e New York Asso­ 
ciation for Improving th e Condition 
of th e Poor, giving th e results of a 
campaign 
to 
combat 
th is 
disease 
wh ich It fins been carrying on for th e 
last five years. 
Th e report indicates th at 
rickets, 
th e most marked effect of wh ich is to 
retard th e development of th e bony 
tissues of th e very young ch ild, is at 
present a serious obstacle to ch ild 
h ealth . 
It is responsible, th e report 
finds, for th e fact th at fully 25 per 
cent of th e ch ildren in one New Y’ork 
tenement district h ave serious orth o­ 
pedic defects, such as bow-legs, kh ock- 
knees, “funnel ch est” and spinal curv­ 
atures. 


Brings on Disease of the Lungs. 


It is also h eld to h e largely respon­ 
sible for th e appalling death rate of 
young ch ildren in th is district from 
pneumonia and oth er respiratory dis­ 
eases. 
Th e report, in part, fallows: 
“ ‘Th at ch ild h as bow-legs because 
h is moth er let h im walk too soon.’ 
is th e popular explanation of th e two 
or 
th ree-year-old 
youngsters 
with 
badly bowed legs. 
“Th is th orough ly unscientific th eory 
is, after all, not so far from th e truth . 
Such ch ildren usually h ave suffered 
from rickets. 
Th e most marked ef­ 
fect of th is disease is to retard th e 
development of th e bony tissues of 
th e body, particularly th e long bones 
of th e arms and legs. 
Th eir legs, 
th erefore, 
may be said 
to be too 
young, ph ysiologically, to support th e 
weigh t of th eir bodies. 
Wh en th ey 
attempt to stand on th eir feet th e 
h ones of th e 
legs bend 
under th e 
weigh t of th e body like a tender green 
twig. 
“Rickets may be occasioned by one 
of two factors, or by both togeth er: 
(1) inadeq uate exposure to sunligh t, 
(2) a diet deficient in a feed acces­ 
sory vitamine, wh ose nature is as yet 
unknown, but wh ich enables th e body 
to store calcium and ph osph orus in 
th e bones from th e food taken into 
th e body. 
“Th e disease is most prevalent dur­ 
ing th e winter month s in north tem­ 
perate climates, particularly 
among 
races with dark skins, in wh ich th e 
pigment still furth er retards th e ef­ 
fects of th e sun’s rays. 
“On th e oth er h and, th e disease is 
practically unknown among negroes 
in th e West Indies, wh o are receiving 
an abundance of sunligh t, or among 
Eskimos, wh o are used to little sun­ 
ligh t, but wh ose d5et from early in­ 
fancy consists largely of fats and oils 
of fish . 
Babies between th ree month s 
and one year of age are most sus­ 
ceptible to th e disease. 


Puzzled by Own Curative Meth ods. 
“Ph ysiologists are at a loss to ex­ 
plain h ow th e sun’s rays or th e oil of 
fish livers can deposit calcium in th e 
bones, but th e fact th at th ey do h : s 
been 
amply 
demonstrated 
clinically 
and In experiments with animals. 
“Th ere are, th erefore, two meth ods 
of attacking rickets: 
(1) 
Exposing 
th e babies directly to th e rays of th e 
sun or to th e ultra-violet rays of a 
q uartz lamp; or (2) giving doses of 
fish liver oil th ree times n day dur­ 
ing th e period of life wh en rickets is 
most likely to occur. 
“Sunligh t in congested city districts 
is a rare commodity. 
For th is reason, 
moderate dosages of fish liver oil Is 
a safe, proph ylactic measure.”

Thousands of farm horses hav e 
been idle or roughing it during 
the winter month3 and are not 
ready for hard, steady work . 
It 
Is now the season when the pro­ 
gram of many a farm horse is 
suddenly 
changed 
without the 
preparation that is necessary for 
efficient serv ice. 
On many farms 
the 
horses 
hav e obtained their winter feed 
from stalk fields and the straw 
stack . 
They come through in a 
thin condition and need to be put 
In better flesh before ready for 
hard work . 
This is best done by 
gradually giv ing tho horses in 
adv ance a portion of the same ra­ 
tion that is to be fed during the 
work season. 
W hether the horse has been 
out in the open or standing idly 
in the barn, a moderate amount 
of light work preceding the rush 
season is adv isable. 
The harden­ 
ing process may be accomplished 
by changing horses each half day 
in doing the necessary hauling 
about the farm preparatory to 
work ing in the fields. 
This 
will 
exercise and strengthen the 
m us­ 
cles without tiring them. 
The horse will not perform effi- 
c ently in an ill-fitting harness. 
The raw sores that dev elop are 
d ie, in most instances, to plung- 
an idle horse suddenly into 


heav y work or to the fact that the 
harness is not properly adjusted. 
It is especially important that tho 
horse collar be of the right k ind, 
shape and size. A well-fitted col­ 
lar does not chok e and distributes 
the draft ov er the entire shoulder. 
During the winter months most 
farm horses are groomed v ery lit­ 
tle and 1 ae long hair of the win­ 
ter coats is a handicap when 
spring comes. 
It is best to re­ 
mov e the old hair at once, by 
clipping. 
This is important as it 
Increases tho efficiency of the 
horse. 
It prev ents tho extreme 
sweating and lathering that would 
otherwise take place as the heav y 
work goes on and the weather 
becomes warm. 
Due to tho fact that the direct 
farm income is mainly from cat­ 
tle, hogs, or sheep, the care of the 
fa rm horse and mule is gener­ 
a lly neglected. 
It should bo re­ 
mem ben I that the income from 
the other classes of liv e stock de­ 
pends upon thecrops that the farm 
produces; and the horse furnishes 
the power that mak es farm oper­ 
a tions possible. More care for tho 
work horse will in the end effect a 
sa v ing and increase the efficiency 
on many farms.

Unscientific Taxes Destroy a Nation 
"Unscientific methods of taxation 
may actually destroy the v ery earn­ 
ings or property which it should be 
the principal interest of a gov ern­ 
ment to foster. 
When it reaches the 
limits of what is k nown as its tax a- j 
ble capacity, a nation has begun to 
die. 
If taxes are raised too high, 
a 
country wfill slowly but surely 
de­ 
stroy itself. 
It will use for daily con­ 
sumption the seed corn on which its 
future life depends, and the spirit of 
. initiativ e and adv enture in its peo 
pie will finally disappear. 
One or 
more of three things happen: The 
* quantity of consumption is cut down, 
which means a lowering of the stand 
ard of liv ing; or capital accumulations 
i for 
extensions, 
improv ements 
and 
new undertak ings must diminish, re­ 
sulting in a slowing up of progress 
, and lessening ev entually of taxable 
rev enue; or. thirdly, a slack ening of
